PARIS, Nov. 10.—In June, 1917, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Couthaud was 
court-martialed, convicted of aban- 
doning his command in the Battle 
of Verdun. Despite his 37 years in 
the army, his wound stripes and a 
cross of the Legion of Honor, he 
was drummed out of the army in 
disgrace, stripped of his chevrons, 
his sword broken. 

Today, on the eve of the sixteenth 
anniversary of the armistice, an- 
other military court exonerated the 
former soldier, now 75 years old and 
penniless.

Undoubtedly, however, 
while a rounded program will be 
recommended to President Roose- 
velt before Dec. 1, the legislation 
in which it will be embodied and 
presented to Congress will be split 
into several bills. 

The 10 Points 

The 10 points, compiled by ex- 
perts in the different fields, for 
the committee and the Advisory 
Council to assemble into a workable 
plan are: 

Unemployment insurance, provi- 
sions for old age security, provi- 
sions for meeting the economic 
risks of illness, public works as a 
means of economic security, employ- 
ment opportunities, special meas- 
ures for economic security of chil- 
dren, survivors insurance, depen- 
dency and relief, economic security 
for farmers and agricultural work- 
ers, handling and investment of 
reserve funds. 

Other studies have been directed

Elmo McCullans Killed at 
603 S. Broadway—Slayer 
Accused Victim of Ridi- 


culing Him. 


Elmo McCullans, a 22-year-old 
truck driver of 3627 Garfield ave- 
nue, was shot and killed last night 
in a restaurant at 603 South Broad- 
way by a companion who accused 


him of ridiculing him as they sat 
at a table with several men and 
women. 

McCullans, who worked for the 
Interstate Union Truck Terminal, 
was shot in the forehead and chest 
with a small caliber automatic pis- 
tol. Another bullet glanced from the 
floor and inflicted a bruise on the 
foot of S. J. Payne, a truck driver, 
of 60la South Broadway, who had 


aided in attempting to avert a 
quarrel. 
The man who did the shooting 


was known to the group: in the 
restaurant only as John O'Neil. 
He ran from the restaurant as his 
victim fell after trying vainly to 
disarm him. 

Describing the shooting, Payne 
said that seven persons, including 
the two men involved and three 
women, were seated around a table 
in the rear of the restaurant, which 
is operated by Nick Anastasia. The 
man known as O'Neil, Payne said, 
had apparently been drinking, sat 
drowsily with his head in his hands 
roused suddenly as McCullans was 
talking, jumped up and said “Are 
you trying to rib me?” 

“Everybody jumped up,” Payne 
related, “and there were some 
words but finally things seemed to 
quiet down and O'Neil went out of 
the restaurant. 

Suddenly he appeared at the door 
with a pistol, fired once as he 
opened it. That was the bullet that 
hit me on the left foot. 

“Elmo jumped up, grabbed his 
chair and struck at O'Neil, trying 
to knock the pistol from his hard. 
They grappled. There were two 
shots. Elmo fell and O'Neil ran out 
of the door.”

NEW TRIAL GRANTED IN SUIT 
OVER PHYSICIAN'S FEES 


Appellate Court Holds Evidence as 
to Defendant’s Ability to Pay 
Was Improper. 

Holding that testimony as to the 
defendant’s ability to pay had been 
improperly admitted, the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals yesterday granted 
@ new trial in a case in which Dr.

J10-] SILVER 
POLICY UPSET BY 
BIG GOLD IMPORTS 


About $50,000,000 Sent 
From Europe Recently 


Partly Because of French 


Situation. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10. — Huge 
imports of gold and scanty offer- 
ings of silver on international mar- 
kets have combined to slow the 
Treasury's progress toward the 3 
to 1 ratio in gold and silver hold- 
jngs, as ordered by Congress. 

For every dollar’s worth of gold 
received from abroad, the Treasury 
must acquire 33.3 cents worth - of 
silver to keep pace, to say nothing 
of the tremendous purchases of sil- 
ver necessary to bring original 
holdings into the prescribed rela- 
tionship. 

The last week or so has seen, in 
addition to large actual imports, 
about $50,000,000 worth of European 
gold withdrawn for shipment to 
America. The French Cabinet cri- 
sis and other influences have weak- 
ened the franc to a point at which 
it was profitable to buy gold in 
France and sell it in America. 


To the relief of those interested | 
in seeing the 3-1 ratio attained, the | 
franc has strengthened in the last | 
24 hours to the extent of halting 
the movement for the time being 
at least. Nevertheless, the last fort- 
night has seen the Treasury’s gold 
holdings increase by $14,000,000, 

Reserve Bank Receipts. 

In addition, the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank has been an- 
nouncing daily receipts of gold in 
quantities, at least a part of which 
has not yet reached the Treasury’s | 
books. Today it announced the 


acquisition of $2,800,000 from 
France and Canada on Thursday | 
and Friday. 

The movement of gold into the | 
United States has continued with | 
brief interruptions since the gold, 
dollar was devalued in early Feb-' 
ruary. Since then the Treasury's | 


have totaled 16,639,000 ounces from 
the mines and 105,226,000 ounces 
under the executive order whereby 
the Treasury took title to all pri- 
vately held monetary silver, with 
certain exceptions for industrial 
use of that metal. 
Silver Purchases Secret. 

To this total of 121,365,210 ounces 
must be added the silver purchased 
abroad through the exchange sta- 
bilization fund. This figure the 
Treasury will not disclose, as secre- 
cy is essential to the fund’s opera- 
tions. However, only $200,000,000 
has been transferred to the fund 
and its uses have been many. 

All in all, unofficial estimates 
based upon intimations of the 
monthly rate of silver purchases 
place the figure at a point which 
would bring all silver acquisitions 
to a total somewhat above 300,000,- 
000 ounces. 

For purposes of the gold-silver 
ratio, this silver, although bought 
at varying prices, is given its stat- 
utory value of $1.29 an ounce. Thus, 
while the Treasury was acquiring 
a billion in gold it added some 
$400,000,000 worth of silver to its 
stocks, or about $65,000,000 more 


than would have been necessary to |, 


keep pace with receipts of gold. 
Under these estimates, therefore, 
the’ $65,000,000 figure represents the 
net progrss toward the desired ra- 
tio, by comparison with official es- 
timates that 1,314,000,000 ounces 
would have to be bought to offset 
the gold held by the Treasury when 
the silve rbuying program began. 
Silver Offerings Small. 
Dispatches from silver selling 
centers have disclosed a market in 
which the offerings were small and 
largely speculative. The silver ex- 


‘port tax imposed by China as the 


result of the American program is 
understood to have effectually 
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stopped the flow from that coun- 
try. 

The solution may be a continua- 
tion of direct inter-governmental 
transactions such as that recently 
closed with Mexico, under which 
the Treasury bought a quantity of 
silver estimated at about 30,000,- 
000 ounces. Similar purchases from 
China may be in the offing. 

In protesting the American pro- 
gram, the Nanking Government 
asked Washington's attitude toward 
a direct exchange of gold for silver 
Washington discouraged the idea 
so long as free markets for such 
transactions were available, but 
held out the possibility of future 
discussions of the subject. 

Why China Was Alarmed. 


China, although not necessarily 
the Chinese Government, has plen- 
ty of silver, so much in fact that 
it is willing to sell large quanti- 
ties of silver. Its disturbance at 
the American program Was OCC&@ 
sioned not by the drain on silver 
holdings but rather by the effect 
of increasing silver prices. 

The nation is on a silver stand- 
ard, and a higher price increased 
the difficulty of selling Chinese 
products elsewhere. 

The silver purchasing program 
was ordered by Congress in legisla- 
tion declaring it the policy of this 
Government to maintain monetary 
bullion reserves consisting of 75 
per cent of gold and 25 per cent 
of silver. The execution of the or- 
der was left to the discretion of the 
Treasury. 

The silver acquired is gradually 
being made the backing for new 
issues of currency, on a basis of 
the actual cost price of the metal. 
Since mid-August, when this be- 


gan, $125,000,000 in new silver cer- 
tificates have left the Treasury.

Although the minimum wage un- 
der the code is $2.80 for an 8-hour 
day some of the larger companies 
are required by the code to pay 
a minimum of $4.75 for the same 
time, according to George W. Cur- 
ran, legal adviser for the Authority. 

“This apparent inequality,” Cur- 
ran said, “has arisen because the 
code established the wage at 35 
cents an hour generally for 'Mis- 
souri with a provision which pro- 
hibits a reduction in wage scales 
in effect July 1, 1933. 

“As a result, companies doing 
business then and paying that scale 
are prohibited from reducing wages 
to meet competition from newcom- 
ers in the business who are not 
obligated under the code to pay 
more than 35 cents an hour.” 

Assurances have been received 
from Washington, he added, that 
price provisions of the code were to 
be enforced as rigidly as regulations 
regarding wages and hours of labor. 
Curran said the divisional authority 
forwarded minimum costs based on 
code conditions to NRA authorities 
together with recommended. mini- 
mum prices but that authorities 
there altered the basis of the find- 
ings and some of the prices. 

The local compliance committee, 
he said, would function in a judicial 
capacity. Members of the industry 
may file written complaints with it 
or complaints may be referred to it 
by the NRA or other Governmen- 
tal agencies. 

The defendant, who may be re- 
presented by counsel, is summoned 
before the committee, is afforded 
an opportunity to hear the evidence 
and present a defense. If the com- 
mittee decides against the defend- 
ant, it refers its recommendations 
to the Department of Justice or 
other appropriate Governmental 
agencies for prosecution or adjust- 
ment, according to the nature of 
the case.

STATUS OF LIQUOR 
IN THE 48 STATES 


29 Have Legal Sales — 15 
Have Statutory Prohibition— 
Three Are Bone Dry. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The 
tide against prohibition apparently 
still is running strongly. Constitu- 
tional amendments against’ the 
liquor traffic were wiped out Tues- 
day in Florida, Idaho, Nebraska, 
South Dakota, West Virginia and 
Wyoming. Kansas clung to prohi- 
bition. 
Officials figured today this left 
the +o states lined up as follows: 
Twenty-nine with liquor sales le- 
galized under state control laws. 
Fifteen with statutory prohivition 
subject to the will of State Legis- 


latures now in session or soon to 
convene. 
Three—Kansas, Oklahoma and 


Texas—in which the drys are en- 
trenched behind both constitutional 
and statutory prohibition. 


One, Wyoming, which has neither 
a dry law nor a constitutional bar 
against liquor but will have no con- 
trol statute until next March. 

The list of states which still have 
dry laws includes many that have 
taken prohibition out of their con- 
stitutions. 

Victories for Drys. 

Since repeal, prohibitionists have 
fought off wet challenges in three 
states. North Dakota turned down 
an initiative proposal to legalize 
liquor sales. Mississippi rejected a 
liquor control law which its Legis- 
lature had adopted subject to pop- 
ular approval. Now Kansas has re- 
fused to abandon constitutional pro- 
hibition. 

At the time of national repeal the 
laws of 31 states were listed as 
“bone dry” while 17 had “varying 
degrees” of wetness. 


Kentucky, although it still has 
constitutional prohibition, is_ in- 
cluded by officials among the 


states which have legalized liquor. 
That is because of its liberal law 
regarding sales for medicinal pur- 
poses. 

Where Legislatures Must Act. 

States still having statutory pro- 
hibition, which would require action 
by their Legislatures for a change, 


turned the proposal over to Clin-

Half a Century 

in Public Service 

A man of kindly mien, sparkling eyes, 
thinning gray hair, drooping mustache, tall 
and erect, Henderson is nearing the age of 
70. He speaks quietly and with reasoned re- 
straint, as an economist with 50 years of 
practical experience in the public and civic 
affairs of his home city of Norwich, England. 
There is in him nothing of the emotional cru- 
sader, but rather the calm advocate who feels 
assurance from having passed through the 
school of experience, a man whose views seem 
to command more than ordinary interest in 
the present state of affairs. 
He has written widely on economic sub- 
jects. His book, “The Economic Conse- 
quences of Power Production,’ deals with 
some of the immediate problems of the depres- 
sion and has attracted extensive notice. An- 
other of his works, “‘The Case for Socialism,” 
is the standard text book of many socialist 
organizations in Europe and in the United 
States. 
As one of the earliest active members of 
the British Labor party, whose program is 
socialistic, Henderson was elected to the City 
Council of Norwich 34 years ago and has 
served there ever since. He is a director, and 
for several years was vice-chairman of the 
board, of the publicly-owned electric gener- 
ating and distributing system which serves 
not only the city of Norwich, but alsoa large 
contiguous area. He has been for years 
chairman of the East England School for the 
Deaf and Blind, is a member of the Education 
Authority and is chairman of the Eastern 
England Public Libraries Authority. 
This is his second visit to the United 
States, the first having been made a year ago. 
He was here for an address last Monday 
night at Webster Groves High School. For 
the next two months he expects to travel 
in the United States and Canada, lecturing 
and observing.

his opinion, it does nothing to remove the 
fundamental causes. He had been asked to 
analyze the measures undertaken to cure the 
depression. 

‘“‘What your Government is doing only in- 
creases the permanent causes of depression,”’ 
he replied, ‘‘by increasing the degree in which 
the future output of the country is mort- 
gaged.”’ 

He said he observed a marked change in 
the attitude of people in the year since he 
first visited this country; they are approach- 
ing the problem today more realistically, 
more critically, and saying, “‘It doesn’t make 
sense that so many people have to go without 
things when so much of everything is pro- 
duced.”’ 

“It is quite obvious,” he said, “that the 
Government is not doing the things that 
ought to be done. It is not getting goods in 
abundance into the hands of consumers. The 
things that have been done have had very 
little effect on the mass of unemployment. 
High costs have offset the wage increases. 
The test is, what has been done to take care 
of consumers? It appears that the consum- 
ers are no better off. From my point of view 
as an economist that is just what I expected. 

“The Roosevelt administration is using the 
financial system that has been designed to 
keep goods away from consumers rather than 
get them into the hands of users. It is try- 
ing to get purchasing power by multiplying 
work, it is trying to create all kinds of jobs, 
while at the same time it is making it more 
difficult, by higher prices, for consumers to 
get the goods they need and want.” 


Mortgaging Future 
Makes Great Burden 


Here he explained further the view that 
the mortgaging of future output—incidental 
to the capitalist credit system—imposes an 
inescapable burden on production that may 
be counted on periodically to bring economic 
depression. 

“Under the plan of huge government ex- 
penditures and the policy of encouraging bor- 
rowing,” he said, “every cent you spend cre- 
ates a new debt, and debts don’t make people 
prosperous. All the borrowing, public and 


private, stands as a load of capital debt on

production. The financing charges area bur- 
'den which piles up until it can no longer be 
borne, and then depression sets in and shakes 
out enough of it that people are able to start 
over again, for repetition of the process. 

“The capitalist structure is designed to 
keep a load of debt on industry and make 
that debt a first charge, or mortgage, on all 
production. Thus the financing charge be- 
comes the means of raking off a large part 
of the output. Production is bound to break 
down under such accumulation of debt. 

“Under this system the saver or investor is 
led to believe that he may establish an an- 
nual income for himself by purchasing bonds 
or other securities, which are claims on the 
output of future production. If that system 
would work we would find that within a few 
years these claims on future production would 
amount to more than the entire world’s out- 
Of course the actual physical produc- 
ing system can’t stand any such burden, and 
it has to be relieved by the shaking out proc- 
ess that we call depression.” 


Raising of Prices 


Anti-Consumer Device 


What did he think of the country’s farm 
relief program—restriction of production and 
efforts to raise prices? 

“The farm program,” he replied, “illus- 
strates the quite frantic effort to keep 
things within the existing financial system. 
Restriction of farm production is for the 
purpose of raising prices; that is an anti- 
consumer device. It reveals the anti- 
consumer end to which the program is di- 
rected, and it is just the contrary of the 
statement that President Roosevelt made in 
one of his addresses that from now on the 
interests of the consumers were to have 
more consideration. 

“Tt shows that our whole economy is con- 
ducted in the interest of those. who have 
things to sell, when it should be to serve 
the purpose of meeting consuming needs. 
They make the fatal mistake of forgetting 
that the seller is also a consumer, 

“Why do they want to raise prices? To 
improve the position of the seller. The farm- 
er needs higher prices because at some past 
time he mortgaged his future output to the 
capitalist system. Now he is only the col-

leaving people a larger share of time for leisure and 
culture and to engage in pursuits by which they might 
augment their supply of goods. 

The work necessary to carry on the process of pro- 
duction would be done by persons within certain ages, 
all who were physically able having an obligation to 
give an equitable amount of work each year. 


early stages of a co-operative state distribu- 


tion might be continued under the present system, but 
gradually should be taken over by the people as a Co- 


enterprise. He thought that under this system 


the worker in a profession would enjoy the advantage 
of being free to improve his skill and knowledge with- 
out the hindrance of commercial worries. 


That is, the 
physician, as an example, might devote his 
talent to research and increase of scientific 
knowledge, giving free rein to his interest in 
his science, 

“The citizen in the co-operative state,” he 
said, ‘“‘would enjoy an income of gcods as a 
dividend in respect of his joint ownership in 
the means of production. The power to ex- 
ploit other people’s services would be entire- 
ly eliminated.” 

He described the power producing sys- 
tem of which he is a director as a step to- 
ward socialization of industry, but said it 
was limited in its development because it 
has to deal with so many other industries 
which are operated on the old capitalist 
basis, 

One of the basic principles of this pub- 
lic-owned power system is the amortization, 
or gradual extinguishment of the capital 
debt, as contrasted with the permanancy of 
capital debt structures of privately owned 
power companies. 


‘Calls Relief Plans 


Just “Ambulance Service” 

Commenting on American relief efforts as 
being designed to alleviate the more extreme 
experiences of poverty—‘doing ambulance 
service’—he said that a better developed 
structure of social services in England had 
helped to break the force of the depression 
and left that country now in a relatively 
better situation than the United States. En- 
gland already had made considerable prog- 
ress in the use of old age pensions, unemploy- 
ment insurance and public aid for the poor, 
but in the United States a whole new system 
of public relief had to be improvised. 

He thinks the system of paying wages to 
workers in private industry is in no sense 
a distribution to the workers of a share of 
the product of their labor. Rather, he says, 
the employer regards wages paid as an ad- 
vance of credit against the worker’s output, 
entitling the employer to claim the entire 
output and require the worker to buy back 
whatever part of it he wishes to use. 

“So it seems to me,” he added with a 
smile as the interview ended, “‘that the essen- 
tial purpose of the New Deal is to preserve 
the old capital structure, but I have not the 
slightest doubt of the final outcome—a co- 


operative state.’

The World War was the most horrible let- 
ting loose of destructive forces the world 
has ever seen. Its memory, exploited thought- 
lessly or maliciously by all sorts of political 
and financial concerns, awakens in the mind 
a terror which is encouraged and excited by 
uncertainty as to the future, unwholesome

Little by little we fill our imagination with 
lugubrious phantoms and terrifying hallu- 
cinations, which end by dominating us, and 
will lead us, if we do not resist them, to 
commit irreparable follies.

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World in Mess But 


War Not Imminent, 
Lloyd George Says

WENTY years after. 
T It is just over 20 years since the first 
shot was fired in a war which for mag- 
nitude of its destruction, carnage and horror 
is without parallel in the history of the hu- 
man race. It is exactly 16 years since the 
conflict was brought to an end. Since then 
the nations of the earth have been striving 
hard to heal their wounds and to repair the 
damage they inflicted and sustained in the 
great war. 
They have been, at the same time, working 
strenuously to prepare for a still greater war, 
which will inflict even deeper wounds and 
wider destruction upon mankind. 
As a result of these activities, how do we 
stand? 
The feverish energy stirred up by the war 
has been quivering through the heart and 
muscle of industry. The consequence has 
been such an output of all kinds of commodi- 
ties for feeding, clothing, sheltering, trans- 
porting and entertaining mankind that {t has 
broken down all machinery of distribution, 


“Economic System Choking.” 


Our economic system is choking because it 
cannot swallow the plenty thrust upon it. It 
has a marrowbone in its throat. There were 
wise men who predicted famine as an out- 
come of the war. You should never bank too 
much on the prophecies of men who have the 
repute amongst their fellows for wisdom. It 
is usually the fools in world affairs that see 
farthest. Their trouble is that they never 
mind the next step and therefore stumble. 

But I cannot call to mind any forecast 
from professional seers of the present flood 
of good things that has overwhelmed the busi- 
ness of the world. The nations were there- 
fore taken unawares and are now all busily 
engaged in building embankments to keep 
out the deluge. 

The flood would have come upon the world, 
war or no war. But the mental excitement 
and urgency of the great conflict accelerated 
and intensified the processes that were going 
on. So it came upon us without warning and 
without giving time to construct channels 
and conduits for its effective distribution. 

An avalanche of over-abundance is an odd 
outcome for the most destructive conflict in 
history. But there it is. But surprising as 
the result may be, it is no more astonish- 
ing than the effect the world has had in stim- 
ulating preparations for another conflict. You 
might have thought that they just had enough 
and more from the wholesale slaughter. 


Militarism Active. 


As I am writing this article there is @ eon- 
ference proceeding in London which threatens 
to come to naught because Japan insists on 
the right to increase substantially her naval 
armaments. 

A short while ago Signor Mussolini startled 
us all by a bellicose utterance in which, after 
comparing the disarmament conference to a 
dead Lazarus without hope of resurrection, he 
proceeded to outline a plan for training every 
male child in Italy to the use of arms. While 
the rhetorician of the mailed fist is in re- 
tirement at Doorn, his rhetoric is being emu- 
lated and adorned by the Duce at Milan. 
Russia is building up a formidable air fleet 
and doubling her military airways. America 
is laying down new warships. Britain is 
strengthening her navy and her air force. 
A few days ago Belgium announced her in- 
tention to spend more money on her army. 
France has for years been expending addi- 
tional sums on fortresses and airplanes. One 
never quite knows what Germany is doing. 
Her budget reveals her intention to rearm to 
a modest extent. It is suggested that her 
financial provisions by no means expose the 
whole truth. No doubt she is drilling her 
young men and inuring them to war on land 
and in the air. But unless she possesses 
weapons she cannot give them effective train- 
ing. As to what weapons she is manufactur- 
ing and how many, and what is their potency, 
there is no reliable information. 


Looks for No War Soon. 


All this is very disturbing. But does ft 
mean war? I still maintain that it does not 
portend an immediate conflict. That these 
preparations, if they are not arrested, will 
ultimately end in blows, I have no doubt. But 
not just yet, and there is time for prudent 
counsel to prevail. 

Superficial comparisons of 1934 with 1914 
indicate worrying similarities In the two sit- 
uations. Nations armed to the teeth, expand- 
ing navies, armies adding to their equipment, 
diplomatic tension between nations, and «a 
Balkan murder, 

But there are fundamental differences fn 
conditions.

ARMISTICE DAY, 1934. 


... The object of the war is attained; the ob- 
ject upon which all free men had set their 
hearts; and attained with a sweeping complete- 
ness which even now we do not realize. Armed 
imperialism such as the men conceived who were 
but yesterday the masters of Germany is at an 
end, its illicit ambitions engulfed in black dis- 
aster. Who will now seek to revive it? 


‘The words are from President Wilson’s message 
to Congress and the American people on the occasion 
of the World War armistice, Nov. 11, 1918. They 
were spoken in deepest sincerity, and they met a re- 
sponsive echo in the hearts of a nation lifted to 
ecstasy by the successful conclusion of the great 
conflict. There were few skeptics anywhere in the 
world to doubt that the old system had been de- 
stroyed; that a new day was to dawn for humanity 
with the order to cease firing. 

Today, 16 years later, the passage has so ironic 
a ring that it is actually cruel in pointing out the 
extent to which the world has been disillusioned. 
Armed imperialism ended forever? It may have 
seemed so on that clamorous and prayerful day of 
1918. And it was the world’s great opportunity to 
start anew, to banish the old fears and the armed 
competition, to deal fairly with the vanquished enemy

IXTEEN years have passed since Nov. 

11, 1918, and we, the boys of the 
trenches, must say that we have been 
disillusioned in this time. The states- 
men of France and England and Amer- 
ica spurred us into battle in 1917-18, de- 
claring that we must fight to end mili- 
tarism and fight “the war to end war.” 
They promised us that all nations would 
disarm following the disarmament of Ger- 
many. 

But today we know that the phrases, 
“War to end war,” “Destroy militarism,” 
were only rallying cries for battle. They 
were proclaimed the world over to make 
the men of all nations fight the Allies’ 
war. Immediately at the end of the war, 
all these promises were put away in the 
attic. The phrase, “War to end war,” is 
a contradiction in itself. War can never 
be the means to peace. 

The very same statesmen who had giv- 
en these promises wrote the Treaty of 
Versailles at the end of the war and 
made the world safe for the next war. 
Anyone who has read the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles will admit that it must breed 
hatred and war. It surely has done this. 
The world now has had 15 years of the 
Treaty of Versailles, and where has it 
come to” 

True, Germany was disarmed, but her 
former enmies never redeemed their 
sacred pledge to disarm. France and 
England during these 16 years have 
enormously increased their armaments 
and have forced Germany to think of re- 
arming herself. After Germany was dis- 
armed, France and her allies could at 
least have disarmed a little, but nothing 
at all was done.

in a common disaster. The opportunity was lost. 

What do we find today? A realignment of boun- 
daries and alliances, brought about by a treaty dic- 
tated by the old diplomacy which was to disappear 
from the earth. A revival of competitive armaments 
that gives the nations greater armed forces, at a 
greater cost to their tax-paying peoples, than in the 
pre-war year of 1913. A wor!d filled with suspicions, 
hatreds, warnings, threats, fresh preparations for 
conflict. 

Figures recently issued by the Foreign Policy 
Association, to which we referred a few days ago, 
show how far the world is from banishing the old 
“armed imperialism” whose obituary Mr. Wilson 
read 16 years ago. Though they gave adherence to 
the arms-reduction clauses of the Versailles Treaty, 
the victorious Powers have stepped up their expen- 
ditures on armaments in proportions above the pre- 
war figures ranging from 25.8 per cent for France 
to 388 per cent for Japan. 

Fear of the Nazi menace stimulates Europe to 
fresh expenditures, and in the words of Nazi leaders 
there is visible reason for fear. Yet who put the 
Nazis in the seats of German power but the victori- 
ous nations themselves? What a different scene 
Europe would present today had the nations heeded 
the fine words of Woodrow Wilson, speaking of the 
vanquished nations in his Armistice day message: 

We must hold the light steady antil they find 

themselves. ... We must establish a peace that 
will justly define their place among the nations, 
remove all fear of their neighbors and of their 
former masters, and enable them to live in se- 
curity and contentment when they have set their 
own affairs in order. I, for one, do not doubt 
their purpose or their capacity. 
Had the victorious nations been as successful in 
making peace as in making war, the new burden of 
greater armaments would not today weigh down the 
world. Senator Bennett Clark of Missouri, in an ad- 
dress last June, estimated this burden at between 
five billion and seven and a half billion dollars 
annually. 

In addition to the appalling economic waste and 
the terrific imposition on the taxpayers, there is 
the ever-present danger that these vast accumula- 
tions of armaments will provoke a fresh catastrophe. 
The treaty has created numerous danger points, 
at which there is constant danger of a spark touching 
off the great arsenal. The Christian Century thus 
diagnoses the world’s state of mind: “We are living 
in a pre-war mood. We are no longer looking back 
at a world war—we are looking forward to another 
world war.” 

The world has greater armaments than before the 
war, but it also has greater instrumentalities for 
peace than it possessed then. It has the League of 
Nations, the World Court, the Kellogg Pact, potent 
forces if the nations will but use them. The people 
are discussing the dangers to peace more seriously 
than ever before. Our Government has undertaken 
to investigate the machinations of the armaments 
manufacturers, and their part in arming the nations 
is coming under the critical public eye. 

Armistice day, 1934, cannot be a celebration of 
victory, save as we honor the loyalty and devotion 
of the men in the trenches. They did their part to 
free the world from “armed imperialism,” as they 
thought. It is the statesmen and political leaders 
of the world who have failed to bring to realization 
the world’s great hope. To them, this day should 
be one of humiliation, when they remember how the 
high ideals of 1918 have been forgotten. 

The citizen has a part, however small, in working 
toward the goal that seems so much more distant now 
than it did 16 years ago. The efforts of certain 
organizations, such as the American Legion and 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, to put a curb on war by 
taking the profits out of it, have much to commend 
them, though the exact procedure may be difficult 
to determine. Church groups and civic organizations 
are taking a heartening interest in the problems of 
war and peace. Support of such governmental ef- 
forts as the Senate munitions inquiry is to be earn- 
estly commended. 

As citizens grow more and more enlightened, it 
will become increasingly clear what a racket the 
whole war business, with its crushing armament ex- 
penditures, has become, Intelligence and enlighten- 
ment, properly made effective, should be able to 
overthrow the forces that breed war and the fear of 
war,

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WHAT MISSOURI HAS COME THROUGH. 

Having in mind the effect of the twin disasters of 
drouth and depression on Missouri, Floyd C. Shoe- 
maker, secretary of the State Historical Society of 
Missouri, has been looking back through Missouri's 
114 years to see how the State has met similar calam- 
ities in the past. His findings are printed in the 
fall issue of the Missouri Historical Review. 

Economic distress was on every hand when Mis- 
souri went into the Union in 1820. So severe was the 
panic of 1819 that it served to offset cheap land 
and the virtually free food, fuel and shelter of the 
frontier. One of the first acts of the Legislature of 
the new State was to pass, in 1821, a State Loan 
Office law. Many of the borrowers failed to repay 
their loans, with the result that Missouri acquired 
its first debt, the extent of which was $70,000. Sub- 
sequently, the United States Supreme Court declared 
the statute unconstitutional. 

A little over a century ago, the State was stricken 
with a drouth comparable to that which we have 
just experienced. With crops a failure and seed 
corn from Kentucky selling up to $4 a bushel, the 
national Government gave the State both land and 
money for relief purposes. Roads and canals headed 
the public works projects of that day, but free 
schools and bridges were also on the list. The 
panics of 1837 and 1857, the floods of 1844, the 
cholera epidemic which broke out in 1849 and con- 
tinued for four years, killing thousands of persons 
in the State, were among the disasters which Mis- 
souri had to surmount in the years before the Civil 
War. 

The war itself visited great distress upon the State. 
It cost thousands of lives, destroyed and confiscated 
property worth hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
and led to political corruption, unprecedented taxa- 
tion and a State railroad debt which reached $25,- 
000,000. With the ’70s came another panic, followed 
by stagnant business conditions for five years and a 
two-year grasshopper plague and even a rat plague. 
Both the grasshopper and rat plagues were consid- 
ered such major disasters that the Legislature en- 
acted bounties to combat them. Under a law passed 
in 1877, every bushel of grasshopper eggs was worth 
$5, while a law passed the same year authorized the 
county courts of the State to pay 5 cents for every 
rat scalp turned in—a law which stayed on. the 
statute books for more than a decade, 

From the pioneer days, when malaria was a com- 
mon disease and summer was known as the sickly 
season, to the present, Missouri has had its share 
of trials and tribulations. They have held us back 
temporarily and now and then they have left their 
scars, but we have always come through. It is a 
record which fits us for whatever the future holds. 
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AS EVER, VERMONT.

Instead of electing the distinguished Bacon, 
putting an end forever to the Shakespearean con- 
troversy and wreathing in smiles the stony visage 
of Carter Glass, noblest Baconian in Virginia, what 
did Massachusetts do? She handed Plymouth Rock 
over to that delegate from Puerto Rico, Senor Curley, 
turned her impertinent back on the Pilgrim Fathers 
and danced away with the mob, 

Now we are again in Vermont, praise heaven. The 
winds sweep harshly across her marble hills, but they 
chant a hymn of loyalty. Changeless, unswerving, 
immutable. Semper fidelis. Stand-pattissima. Re- 
publican to her marrow, yesterday, today and forever. 

The poor old elephant has looked on treacherous 
daggers in hands that so often led the applause. He 
has had to say, “Et tu, Pennsylvania.” He has gazed 
on a continent of disavowal. But there is still a 
sanctuary where the elephant may knock and it 
shall be opened unto him, and the name of this last 
solitary shelter is Vermont. 
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PIRANDELLO. 

There will be considerable criticism (and with some 
reason, it seems to us) of the Nobel Prize Commit- 
tee’s action in passing over Eugene O'Neill, who was 
on its lists of prospects, and giving the 1934 award 
for literature to Luigi Pirandello. The committee’s 
outlook on literature is usually European, however, 
and it has departed from its tradition only twice, to 
recognize Tagore and Sinclair Lewis. Mr. O’Neill’s 
right to contemporary supremacy as a dramatist will 
doubtless be defended warmly by the hosts of ad- 
mirers—and not Americans alone—who will rise at 
once to voice their opinion to the Nobel committee. 

If the committee wished to stimulate discussion 
and speculation, however, through the fresh inter- 
est in a writer's works created by the award, it 
could not have done better than to choose Pirandello. 
Each play is good for a protracted debate, in seeking 
to answer the questions the playwright propounds, 
often with slight effort at solution.

ing said more in print than all but very 

few indeed of his contemporaries, H. G. 
Wells finds himself “in a phase of fatigue 
and of that discouragement which is a con- 
comitant of fatigue.” He wants “peace of 
mind’ that he may say yet a great deal 
more in print and presumably of a different 
quality. For, in looking back over his vol- 
uminous writings, he confesses: “It scarcely 
needs criticism to bring home to me that 
much of my work has been slovenly, haggard 
and irritated, most of it hurried and inade- 
quately revised, and some of it white and 
pasty in its texture as a starch-fed nun. I 
am tormented,” he continues, “by a desire 
for achievement that overruns my capacity 
and by a practical incapacity to bring about 
for myself the conditions under which fine 
achievement is possible.” 

Yet here we have another book of 700 
closely printed pages, and one which, by the 
author’s confession, was written with the old 
headlong haste that he rightly deplores. 

“The habit,” he remarks, “is ingrained. I 
had meant to loiter over this autobiography 
for years—and perhaps not publish it in the 
end. I sketched an opening for it two years 
ago. And here it is being pressed to a 
finish.”

There is good reason for admiring, in many 
respects, this geyser of human energy that 
has been prodigiously in action for the better 
part of a generation; but the following sug- 
gestions seem pertinent. First, if a man 
should note any slowing down at the age of 
67, the fact is hardly remarkable enough to 
justify discussing it with the world at large. 
Second, if, after a generation of constant out- 
pourings, a writer feels sincerely convinced 
that his work has been in a large measure 
“slovenly,” “haggard,” “irritated.” “inade- 
quately revised,” not to mention “white and 
pasty,’ he might just as well call it a day 
and let his ego have a well-deserved rest: 
for the desired miracle is simply not going to 
happen. Any man’s essential quality domi- 
nates his activities in the heyday of his pow- 
ers. 

The obvious fact is that H. G. Wells has 
done enough for a half-dozen men of ex- 
traordinary gifts, and certainly he will die 
no debtor to the world, regardless of pos- 
terity’s estimate of him, if posterity remem- 
bers him at all. His contribution to the fer- 
ment of ideas in his day has been very 
notable, even if nothing but his “Outline of 
History” were considered—and how much 
more there has been! For this reason, it 
is not improbable that some of his admirers 
here and there will read certain portions of 
this new volume with impatience, to put it 
mildly.

war really meant. The wars which 
had been waged within the recol- 
lection of the generation that had 
survived into 1914 were not com- 
parable in the loss they inflicted or 
in the impression they made to that 
which was created by the 1914-1918 
conflict. 

The vast majority of the popula- 
tions of Japan and Russia saw 
nothing of the Russo-Japanese War. 
The Franco-Prussian War of 1870 
was over in a few months and the 
total casualties did not amount to a 
third of the losses sustained in a 
single great battle of the Great 
War. 

Economic Losses of War. 


The victorious nations today have 
an aggregate unemployed register 
of 15,000,000. Their taxation is 
crushing and most of them find 
that even extortionate imposts do 
not enable them to balance their 
budgets. 

Wealth accumulated by the renti- 
er classes before the war was al- 
most wiped out. In Germany that 
has completely disappeared. In 
France, four-fifths of it was written 
off. For the thrifty, the only dif- 
ference between victory and defeat 
was that the victors lost only 80 
per cent of their savings, whereas 
the vanquished lost them alto- 
gether. 

The diplomatic confusion in Eu- 
rope, which fills everyone with 
despair, has in itself an element 
of security. Nations have no idea 
where they can find friends upon 
whom they may rely in the event 
of trouble. 

In 1914, Austria knew when she 
declared war that she had behind 


her Germany with the greatest 
army in the world, and Germany 
knew she had Austria, with an 


army numbering millions and prob- 
ably also Turkey and Bulgaria. 

Russia knew when she_ defied 
Germany she could depend on 
France, and France had good rea- 
son to expect Britain to throw in 
her lot with her. 

Germany today hasn’t a single 
ally, and hardly any friends. 

On the other hand, has France 
any reason to feel confident that 
if she declares war there is an- 
other country in the world that 
will commit its fortunes to her aid? 

If Germany is foolish enough to 
attack Austria, no doubt Italy 


would pour her troops in Bavaria. 
But Hitler isn’t crazy, and he is 
therefore unlikely to perpetrate 
that act of lunacy. 

Poland has made it quite clear 
that she has no intention of making 
war on Germany. Russia is too 
absorbed in her colossal economic 
program to embark upon a war of 
aggression anywhere. She will de- 
fend herself if attacked. For that 
she is fully prepared. But who 
means to attack her? 

A short time ago it looked as if 
Japan meant to do so. But there 
again the situation improved. There 
are two important considerations 
which have forced Japan to change 
her mind. First is the strengthen- 
ing of the Russian forces in East- 
ern Sibelia, especially in the matter 
of airplanes and improvement ef- 
fected in railway facilities in that 
quarter. The second is the treaty 
between Russia and America. The 
significance of that dramatic event 
has not been lost upon Japan. 


Russia in the Lead. 


I might add a third introduction 
of Russia into the committee of 
nations and her unanimous election 
to the Council of the League. 

I have a feeling that the Russo 
Japanese conflict, which looked ime 
minent a short time ago, is for the 
moment off. 

There is no formidable group- 
ment of military powers in any 
part of the world. There are no 
two great countries pursuing a com- 
mon policy which is likely to be 
threatened. Understandings, such 
as they are, are provisional, lim- 
ited and shifting. 

It is true that France has an 
overpowering army which would 
successfully fling off with ease any 
attempt to invade her territories. 
But she hesitates to risk wastefu' 
entanglements of such _ guerrilla 
warfare as would inevitably follow 
any attempt to occupy German ter- 
ritory. 

There is yet time to calm down 
the raging nations and bring them 


their differences.

ICHARD B. HARRISON, who

Melchior will sing Siegmund’s

One of the greatest Wagnerian 
singers, Melchior, made his debut 
as Siegfried at Bayreuth in 1925, 
and later in that season became 
leading Wagnerian tenor at. the 
Metropolitan, where he has con- 
tinued since, with annual engage- 
ments also at Bayreuth, the 
Staatsoper of Berlin, Covent Gar- 
den, the Paris Opera and the The- 
ater Colon, Buenos Aires.

RIEF flashes of the Spirit of 
Bis the Liberty Bell, Paul Re- 
vere’s ride, Molly Pitcher stok- 
ing a cannon and the John Han- 
cock-ing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence acquaint the Orpheum 
audience with qa probable atmos- 
phere for “The Pursuit of Happi- 
ness,” a bright little play of the 
War of the Revolution.

Considering the 
arge percentage of casualties attributable 
‘o infection, it is apparent that the balance 
power often lies with this common, un 
een foe. 
“If the true story of the race could be 
written, we would undoubtedly discard our 
present histories as inaccurate because of 


their failure to recognize the importance of 


a variety of influences that may be desig: 
nated as medical. We might even learn 
that many brilliant conquests ascribed to 
the valor or strategy of human heroes 
were in reality won by the captains of 
disease,” 

Major Simmons, an old acquaintance to 
some St. Louis scientists and well-known 
here now as a result of his part in the re- 
search on the encephalitis epidemic last 


year, was transferred to Ancon from the 
Army Medical School at Washington last 
July. Now he has been joined by Major 
Seymour Schwartz and Major Raymond 
Randall, with five enlisted assistants and 
the secretary of the board from Manila. 
They comprise the entire force, for this is 
truly an outpost, assigned to determine the 
presence, the strength and the strategy of the 
unseen enemies that threaten our soldjers in 
the tropics—ultimately, as in the conquest of 
beriberi, of malaria, of yellow fever, to the ben- 
efit of all mankind. 
In various articles in the Military Surgeon, 
Major Simmons has rewritten pages of history 
along the lines he suggests, with due credit to 
“the captains of disease.’ Pestilence, and no 
mere human enemy, he writes, saved the Is- 
raelites from the hosts of Sennacherib, as told in 
II Kings; bowed the culture of Attica before the 
barrack-room virtues of Sparta in the Pelopon- 
nesian War, defeated the Crusaders of Anti- 
och, wiped out Roman invaders of Britain, harried 
armies of the Middle Ages, subjugated the Red 
Man in the New World, saved Canada in 1690 
for the French and in 1776 for the English, and 
may even have been responsible for the discovery of 
America. 
Frederick the Great said in the Seven Years War 
that fever alone cost him “more than seven great 
battles... Napoleon, whose sound military genius 
was predicated in part on an egregious faculty of 
noting, and using, factors unnoticed by the many, 
called in the unseen warrior as an ally. 
When he heard of the landing of the British in 
the Walcheran campaign of 1809, he said: “We 
are rejoiced to see that the English have packed 
themselves in the morasses of Zealand. Let them 
only be kept in check and the fevers peculiar to 
that country will soon destroy them.” 
Napoleon did not count on his invisible ally in 
vain. The British, who landed 39,219 men, lost 
only 217 in battle, but within a few months 
34,678 were attacked by malaria. 
Before Columbus sighted the shores of a New 
World, writes Major Simmons, pestilence is be- 
| ved by some students to have wiped out the 
sound Builders and pre-Mayan civilizations 
of the South. Certainly, brought in new 


forms by the white man, 
it had as much to do 
with the conquest as did 
gunpowder. 
Thus, he writes, the 
Crusades and subsequent 
trade with the Orient 
had spread epidemics 
throughout Europe. 
“Black death,” of 
plague, along with cholera, typhus and 
smallpox, were rife. Smallpox is estimated 
to have attacked five-sixths of the popula- 
tion of Europe. Its prevalence gave rise 
to the saying, “From smallpox and love but 
few remain free.” 

With the disease of the East, the Cru- 
saders brought back the medicine of the 
East. Arabian medicine, particularly the 
use of Eastern herbs, became popular in the 
Western World, and led to keen demand 
“of herbs, or “spices,” such as nutmeg, cin- 
namon and aloes. 

“Eagerness to profit commercially from 
this situation was undoubtedly a stimulus 
to the voyages that led to the discovery 
and settlement of the Western Hemis- 
phere,’ writes Major Simmons, and he 
quotes Prof. H. W. Haggard of Yale: 

‘Most of us, I suspect, think that these 
spices, so-called, were used as condiments 
to flavor food in the kitchens of fifteenth 
century Europe. But the fact is that these 
spices were really medicinal substances used 
to treat disease—at least the Europeans of 
the time thought they were, and they used 
them for that purpose.” 

The waves of European immigrants that 
followed Columbus to the New World car- 
ried with them the malignant seeds of the 
various plagues of their fatherlands,” Major 
Simmons continues. “Wherever introduced, 
these virulent infections spread rapidly 
among susceptible natives. . The story 
of the rapid European exploration and occu- 
pation of the New World shows that every- 
where, regardless of whether the white in- 
vaders were Spanish, Portuguese, French, 
Dutch or English, effective resistance by the 
native inhabitants disappeared steadily be- 
fore the combined forces of ‘combat and 
pestilence.” 


ND the Spaniards fought for gold, 

slaves and converts. “The newcomers 
were no doubt newly faced with such trop- 
ical ‘diseases as yaws, dengue, malignant 
forms of malaria, and possibly yellow fever; 
while the natives made tragic acquaintance 
with typhus fever, measles, smallpox and 
other imported diseases to which they were 
extremely susceptible.” 

In 1492 the Indian population of Haiti, 
or Espanola, exceeded $00,000. In 22 
years it was reduced to 14,000. In 1574, 
with 1000 Spanish families and 12,000 
Negro slaves, only two native villages re- 
mained; the Indian population of Cuba 
was reduced to 300 families and from 
Jamaica it had disappeared. “After less 
than a century of Spanish occupation, war 
and disease had practically exterminated the 
original inhabitants of the West Indies.” 

Smallpox entered the mainland, and in 
less than a century it was wiping out tribes 
of the Great Lakes region. Prescott wrote 
in his “Conquest of Mexico”: 

“It was imported into the country, it is 
said, by a Negro slave in the fleet of 
Narvaez. The poor natives, ignorant of 
the best mode of treating the loathsome 
disorder, sought relief in their usual practice 
of bathing in cold water, which greatly 
aggravated their trouble. 

“From Cempoalla it spread rapidly over 


the neighboring country, and, penetrating 
through Tiascala, reached the Aztec capital, 


where Montezuma's successor, Cuitlahuac, 
fell one of its first victims. Thence it 
swept down towards the borders of the 
Pacific, leaving its path strewn with the 
dead bodies of the natives, who, in the 
strong language of a contemporary, per- 
ished in heaps like cattle stricken with a 
murrain. 

“It does not seem to have been fatal 
to the Spaniards, many of whom, probably, 
had already had the disorder.” 

Pocahontas died of smallpox in England. 
The pestilence swept through the tribes of 
New England and from Cape Cod to the 
Mississippi between 1616 and 1620, and, 
Major Simmons writes. “apparently assisted 
in the establishment of the English colonies 
in New England.” When the Pilgrin.s 
landed at Plymouth Rock, the Rev. Cotton 
Mather was moved to remark, “The woods 
were almost cleared of these pernicious crea- 
tures to make room for a better growth.” 

By 1640 the Hurons, once powerful 
allies of the French, “had been practically 
exterminated by smallpox, famine and their 
wars with the Iroquois.” In 1635 smallpox 
reached the Montagnais, in Eastern Can- 
ada. By 1700 it “had spread over half the 
continent, leaving a trail of death and devas- 
tation.” In another 40 years it had swept 
to the North Pacific, and “by the middle 
of the nineteenth century the disease was 
known to the Indians throughout North 
America, many tribes had been exterminated, 
and few had escaped at least some re- 
duction

~against the natives of the Americas it is 
not intended to minimize the effects of the 
other epidemic diseases... . However, when 
one reviews the relentless march of Eu- 
ropean conquest through the Western Hem- 
isphere, from the extermination of the in- 
habitants of the West Indies to the estab 
lishment of independent American nations, 
it is apparent that the downfall of the 
Indian was due to three terrible forces— 
war, famine and pestilence, and the great 
est of these was smallpox.” 

Just as invading disease took part with 
the invading Europeans against the sus: 
ceptible natives, so, as the Colonial wars be: 


‘gan, it took part decisively against one or 


another white man’s army. In 1690, the 
English colonists sent.a land expedition to 
capture Montreal, and a naval expedition 
to take Quebec. Smallpox boarded the 
British ships at Quebec, ambushed and 
killed 500 of the infantry on the inarch 
Both expeditions failed, and a_ historian 
has commented, “Smallpox on this occa- 
sion saved New France.” 

Less than 100 years later, in new bat- 
tleS on the same scene, the same invisible 
warrior took a decisive part again, this 
tume with the English, but against the col- 
onists, who were now in revolt. Mont- 
gomery was killed before Quebec in 1776, 
and disease riddled his besieging forces 
“Smallpox and other infections contributed 
materially to the failure of the heroic Amer: 
ican attempt to capture Quebec. . As 
Montgomery had already taken Montreal. 
the failure to capture Quebec . was a 
momentous event that possibly prevented 
the inclusion of Canada in the present 
United States of America.” 

Hundreds of miles to southward, another 
hidden enemy took the part of Spain, and 
defeated the veterans of Napoleon in Haiti. 
This was yellow fever. France had ac- 
quired the island from Spain, but revolt 
followed, and in 1802 Napoleon sent a 
force to recapture it. 

“The effective strength on leaving 
Brest,” a historian recorded, “was 58,545 
men. In four months $0,270 were dead, 
chiefly of yellow fever, which gave 82.5 
per cent of the mortality. Of the 8275 
remaining, 3000 were sick or wounded. In 
1809, seven years later, this army was re

LOS ANGELES. 
N a stormy night 
eight years ago 
last month Al- 
bert M. De Vaul, a 
rather successful 
lumberman, set out 
-from Eugene, Ore., 
to drive to his home 
in Myrtle Point, 80 
miles away. Twen- 
ty miles from that latter town, where 
his wife and two small children were 
waiting for him, the storm drew a cur- 
tain of darkness about De Vaul and 
he disappeared completely. His 
wrecked automobile was found on the 
roadside but what had become of the 
lumberman was a mystery which the 
Northwest country talked about for a 
few months and then forgot. 

And then, last month, Albert De 
Vaul turned up. Came back a hazy, 
fear haunted man, to find, like Enoch 
Arden, his wife married to another 
in Long Beach, Cal. But there the 
resemblance to Tennyson’s hero ends. 
The former Mrs. De Vaul, friends say, 
has found that her love for her long 
lost husband has returned and she is 
expected to secure a divorce or an an- 
nulment to free her from her second 
marriage ties and rewed De Vaul. The 
present husband, one H. A. Sheff, a 
Long Beach boilermaker, has an- 
nounced, in a somewhat spectacular 
manner, that he is out of the picture 
and that he will never go back to Mrs. 
De Vaul-Sheff. What Sheff really did 
was to go out, when De Vaul came to 
light, and get gloriously drunk, wind- 
ing up in police court where he was 
fined $5. Then he left home and 
stayed away from it all. _ 

But what happened to Albert De 
Vaul during the eight years that he 
was gone? Why did he disappear and 
why did he never try to get in touch 
with his family? The answer to the 
last two questions is to be found in 
the word, ‘‘amnesia.’’ The answer to 
the first is a longer story involving a 
fear that he, in a past which he had 
completely forgotten, was wanted by 
the police for some serious crime— 
maybe even murder. For eight years, 
during which he was known as Bert 
King, he wandered up and down the 
West Coast, taking odd jobs here and 
there. Generally the work he found 
had to do with lumber for he seemed 
to have an idea that he knew some- 
thing about that business. He was 
sure his name was not Bert King but 
he dared not go to the police and ask 
them to help him find himself for, 
always, there was the haunting fear 
that he had committed some crime 
and that the police would be glad to 
see him. 

On several occasions former friends 
met him, talked with him and called 
him by his right name but he always 
denied his identity. He was convinced, 
in fact, that it was only a fancied re- 
semblance to some one called Al De 
Vaul. Once or twice he was tempted 
to find out who De Vaul could be but 
then the fear of the police overshad- 
owed everything else and he dropped 
out of sight again. On at least two 
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occasions his wanderings took him to 
Eugene, Ore., where he had been well 
known as a successful surveyor and 
seller of timber tracts. Once, while 
seated in the public park there a man 
who had known him as De Vaul came 
up and questioned him about his iden- 
tity. That was a close shave but the 
inquisitive one went away feeling that 
he was wrong and that the forlorn, 
ragged Bert King could not possibly 
be the Albert De Vaul he had known. 

But a month ago, when an investi- 
gating insurance company official be- 
gan to look into a claim made by the 
former Mrs. De Vaul for the $1000 
of insurance which her dead husband 
—he was legally declared dead last 
February by the courts—had carried, 
that man remembered the chance 
meeting in the Eugene park. Others 
reported, too, that they had seen and 
talked to a person calling himself Bert 
King who greatly resembled the miss- 
ing man. The insurance investigator 
and De Vaul’s cousin, Calvin De Vaul, 
of Long Beach, set out together to 
find Bert King. They found him, 
after no great trouble, with a hunting 
party near a mining camp in the Cali- 
fornia mountains. 


cousin at once and the mysteri- 
ous Bert King, tired of dodg- 
ing the police, who were never really 
looking for him at all, accompanied 
them willingly to Long Beach where, 
in the office of Russell Pray, who had 
been Mrs. De Vaul-Sheff’s attorney 
when she secured her divorce from 
De Vaul on the grounds of abandon- 
ment four years ago and who had 
represented her when she asked the 
courts to declare her former husband 
legally dead, he was brought face to 
face with his ex-wife and his two chil- 
dren, Gail, his daughter who is now 16 
and his son, Carl, a year younger. 
There was no question about the 
recognition. Mrs. Sheff and the chil- 
dren knew him the moment he walked 
into the room although his years of 
wanderings in the forests and around 
mines had changed him somewhat. 
Bert King was convinced, too, that 
he must be Albert De Vaul although 
his memory on that point has not 
shown the slightest sign of returning. 
He does not recall his wife, the chil- 
dren nor his cousin. Even lifting the 
load from his mind regarding the po- 
lice has not helped in the least. Time 
may clear up all that but, richt now, 
Albert De Vaul remembers nothing 
that happened before Dec. 1, 1926, a 
date 10 days after he set ou: from 
Eugene for his home in Myrtle Point. 
Let him tell, in his own way, all 
that a man of 40 knows about his en- 
tire life which has been spent, so far 
as he can remember, in eight years. 
“On the morning of Dec. 1, 1926,”’ 
he says, “I woke up to find myself 
in a cheap waterfront hotel in Oak- 
land, Cal. Why I was there or how I 
got there I did not know. I had been 
badly beaten and my clothes were in

shreds. Two teeth were missing and I 
was covered with blood. But I had 
not been robbed. At least I had a gold 
watch and $12 in my pockets. 

“I tried to think, to place myself, 
but everything behind me was a com- 
plete blank. Who I was I could not 
even guess. At the office of the lodg- 
ing house I found that I had registered 
the night before as Bert King. I ex- 
pect the proprietor was used to having 
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guests in the same condition I was. 
At least he showed no surprise when 
he saw me that morning. He did tell 
me that I would have to get out 
though, that I had been in serious 
trouble and that the police were hot 
on my trail. 

“I thought he was right and I fled. 

‘For days I wandered around, keep- 
ing out of sight as much as possible 
and doing any sort of work, when I

thought I was safe, to get enough food 
to live on. Always the sight of a po- 
liceman frightened me although none 
ever spoke to me. Partly I suppose 
that was because I never gave them a 
chance if I could help it. 

“In looking for work in the North- 
ern California country——for, always, 
I kept away from the larger towns—I 
seemed drawn to the lumber business. 
Somewhere, back in my head, there 
must have been a shadow of a recol- 
lection of timber. Not a recollection 
maybe, just a vague instinct that I be- 
longed in it somehow and at times I 
worked steadily as a lumber jack in 
California and in Oregon. Twice, at 
least, the trade and my wanderings 
took me to Eugene where, they tell 
me now, I had been well known. It 
meant nothing to me on those occa- 
sions, brought back no memories and 
brings back none now. 

When one or two persons asked me, 
around Eugene, if I was not Albert 
De Vaul the name meant nothing at 
all. It only frightened me. I thought 
someone was getting on my trail for 
the crime I had been told I had com- 
mitted. I dared not make any inquiries 
as to who De Vaul was and I got 
away from the questioners as quickly 
as I could, trying, at the same time, 
not to act suspiciously. 

“I wanted to know who I really 
was. I was pretty sure my name was 
not Bert King. It seemed too strange 
to me but I knew no other. Many a 
night out in the woods I tried to 
figure it all out but I could never go 
back beyond the starting point, Dec. 1, 
1926. I concluded Bert King must 
have been an alias I adopted for some 
reason connected with the ‘crime,’ and 
that was as far as I could get. 


COW ioc I left, hurriedly, the 
lodging house in Oakland, 
after cleaning up the best 
I could, I went through my clothes 
carefully. I found the watch and 
that $12, but no marks of identi- 
fication, no letters or papers. There 
was the name of a Portland tailor in 
my coat but that was all. I thought 
of going to him but then the fear of 
the police would come up and I didn't. 

‘I tried my best to recall everything 
I might have done to put the law on 
my track.

“It was a hard life, working as a 
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lumber jack, in mines and other jobs 
of the sort. But I got used to it and 
eight years slipped around. I was 


strong and healthy, too, and there was 


never anything wrong with my mind. 
It never wandered, never failed me 
in any way. But it simply wouldn't 
go back of that morning in Oakland. 

“A few weeks ago a party of friends 
with whom I was working in the 
mines up in the mountains went on a 
hunting trip and I went with them 
When we got back to the camp ! 
learned that two men had been up 
there asking about some one named 
Albert De Vaul—the same name that 
I had been called before. They left 
word that they were coming back and 
I determined that the time had come 
for a showdown. I was tired of being 
hunted, as I thought, and I hoped 
that my good record for eight years 
would be in my favor.

WASHINGTON. 
™ HE United States 
has been more for- 
tunate than most 
nations. Not only 
has she been sing- 
ularly free from at- 
tacks on her fron- 
tiers, but there 
have been practic- 
ally no territorially 
ambitious neighbors to stand as po- 
tential threats to her territory. This 
nation has seldom paid more than a 
regiment of horse, a batch of promis- 
sory notes, four cents an acre or a 
handful of beads for its rich country- 
side, and the cost of. protecting it 
against invaders has been commen- 
surably slight. 

But now it has suddenly developed 
that.the country is laboring under a 
mountain of illusions. For it has not 
only been attacked from within-—by 
torrential rains and forest fires and 
land-eating rivers—but from without 
by an even more sinister enemy. Wit- 
ness the testimony of Captain Ray- 
mond Stanton Patton, director of the 
United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey: 

“‘A ceaseless attack is maintained 
by the ocean. The waters constantly 
are sweeping upward on the shores, 
carrying away sand and earth. A large 
part of the materials cut from the 
shores by this gnawing process is 
moved to positions more favorable to 
subsequent reclamation. On the other 
hand a considerable part of it is car- 
ried to distant resting places in deep 
waters from whence there is small 
chance of its return.’ 

This statement in Captain Patton's 
annual report describes a situation 
about which comparatively little is yet 
known. It has been recognized for 
some time that large sections of our 
coastline are under attack by the 
inimical, destructive sea, but it may 
take a hundred years to estimate ac- 
curately the extent of this damage, 
taken in its aggregate. Present knowl- 
edge is more or less piecemeal and 
questionable, but such as it is, it has 
inspired really large-scale efforts at 
protection. 

Partially for the purpose of devel- 
oping these facts, the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey keeps up about 
200 stations for the study of tides 
and about 300 more for the study of 
currents. The Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology has made exten- 
sive experiments with miniature waves 
in a miniature ocean to find out pre- 
ventive methods in the nature of 
dikes and sea walls and breakwaters. 
At the California Institute of Tech- 
nology, stirred by reports that the 
ocean was swallowing America at a 
rate of approxiniately 40 miles per 
100,000 years along certain coast- 
lines, they have’ built elaborate models 
of large sections of the California 
shore and tested the action of the wa- 
ters on them. In New Jersey engi- 
neers have investigated sand move- 
ments by laying out stretches of fine 
red sand on the beaches to study the 
direction in which the currents and 
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tides will move them. In that State 
the waterfront has been withdrawing 
at the rate of two feet per year in 
some sections. 

For the purpose of continuing these 
and similar studies, Congress recently 
founded the Beach Erosion Board, a 
commission to be composed of scien- 
tists, laymen and officers of the Unit- 
ed States Army Corps of Engineers. 
This group is intended to make co- 
operative investigations to determine 
the extent of damages already done 
and suggest possible remedial meas- 
ures for the future. 

A recent article by H. A. Marmer, 
also of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
gives some notion of the scope of such 
investigations. After discussing the 
fact that what is referred to as 
the shoreline is in reality a belt of 
shore land, bounded by the ocean’s 
borders at extreme flood tide and ex- 
treme ebb tide, which he prefers to 
call the foreshore, Marmer goes on to 
say that this strip ‘‘is the scene of 
constant warfare and change.’’ 


CC ERE,” he says, “‘wave and 
H current have their greatest 
effect in attacks on the 
land. At one point the land gives 
very slowly to the sea, under con- 
stant beating of the waves; at an- 
other point the turbid waters are re- 
lieved of their load of sediment to 
form a bar or spit which the land fi- 
nally redeems from the sea. ... In 
the study of shoreline changes tide 
observations furnish the data neces- 
sary for evaluations. .. .’’ He men- 
tions the fact that these observations 
show the Atlantic to be subsiding at 
the rate of about two feet per century 
and cites the fact that Indian shell 
heaps, buried stumps and the en- 
croachment of salt marshes give some 
clew to the severity of the damage 
already accomplished by the voracious 
ocean. 

This, then, is another serious form 
of erosion, comparable to the inland 
erosion which takes a toll of 126,000.- 
000 pounds of topsoil a year and has 
devoured about 17,000,000 acres of 
the land of the free and the home of 
the brave already, without the explo- 
Bion of a single shell or any declara- 
tion of war.

The changes in the shoreline take 
curious and at present unpredictable 
forms. In several cases they repre- 
sent an ominous threat to the prosper- 
ity of rich and industrially prominent 
cities. New York, for example, owes 
most of its commercial importance, 
its population and its wealth to its 
Strategically located and magnificent 
harbor. This harbor leads into Am- 
brose Ship Channel, a wide stretch of 
water. between two points, Sandy 
Hook, New Jersey, and Rockaway 
Point, Long Island. 

Now Long Island's sands have been 
a particularly mobile battlefront in 
the war between sea and land. Fire 
Island Beach, for instance, has moved 
6200 yards (three and a half miles) 
towards the mainland in the past cen- 
tury. Rockaway Beach has had the 
Same tendency and Rockaway Point 
has been moving westward towards 
the Ambrose Ship Channel at the rate 
of 79 yards per year since 1835, when 
the survey began. While this strip 
of sand could never manage to block 
the mouth of the Hudson River, it 
might divert it and change the harbor 
in remarkable ways. 

Farther south on the Atlantic 
shore such changes have resulted dis- 
astrously for various harbor cities. 
Most of these are located on bays or 
rivers. Since they are not on the 
ocean itself, they depend for their 
prominence on the maintenance of 
clear channels to the Open sea. The 
Government has spent millions in 
dredging operations calculated to 
maintain and deepen channels be- 
tween Beaufort, North Carolina, and 
Jacksonville, Florida, and has built 
huge jetties and breakwaters to pro- 
tect them. 

Despite all this effort, however, 
feome harbors have been closed com- 
pletely. Assateague Anchorage, Vir- 
ginia, for instance, has become virtu- 
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his photograph, taken on the Western 
peo awe ey aoaaadl force with which the 
ocean sometimes throws itself against the 
shoreline. In this case the shoreline is well 
buttressed by man-made structures, but is still 
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ally useless, though it was once a 
fairly prosperous port for coastal ves- 
sels. Ocean City, Maryland, is now 
beleaguered and the situation there 
has been acute for several years. 

There are two sections of the At- 
lantic shoreline which have suffered 
more than any others, and on these 
the problem has been rather one of 
preserving the beaches than of saving 
the harbors. These seriously threat- 
ened beaches are on Cape Cod, Mass- 
achusetts, and most of the New Jersey 
shore. Experts have estimated that 
Cape Cod, one of the most popular 
Summer resort places on the east 
coast, will be entirely obliterated with- 
in 4000 years. Nearby Martha's Vine- 
yard and Nantucket Island are simi- 
larly in jeopardy. At Provincetown, 
the house in which Eugene O'Neill did 
his important early work-was recently 
undermined and dropped neatly into 
the ocean. Numerous other houses 
and lighthouses, groves and dunes 
have been similarly devoured. 


EW JERSEY differs from Cape 
N cos in that its coastline can 

only be attacked from one 
side, while the Massachusetts pen- 
insula is vulnerable from almost 
every direction. Despite this, the 
New Jersey beaches have a tendency 
to wander up and down, out 
to sea and back again. The state has 
already lost about 2000 acres in this 
way. As a matter of fact, 5000 acres 
of the coastline have been eaten up, 
but in other sections 3000 acres have 
been added. 

Such migrations are sometimes 
amusing as well as irritating. There 
was the case of a town that spent 
$350,000 building a sea wall to pro- 
tect its beach. The seawall remained 
where it was, but the beach was at- 
tacked from below. It moved out 
under the seawall and across a neigh- 
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boring inlet, finally to become part 
of a rival city. 

It is not always the beaches that 
tend to wander, though. In one case, 
at Beach Haven, New Jersey, an inlet 
got the vagabond urge and moved 
more than two miles along the town’s 
south shore. This migration affected 
the shore line more than four miles 
away and another inlet was made over 
a mile wider than it had been before. 

It is not hard to understand these 
changes if one watches the Atlantic 
in one of its moreemenacing attitudes. 
When great waves dash fifty feet into 
the air after striking a seawall with 
the impact of many tons of water, 
throwing spray hundreds of feet and 
demolishing every boat in a well-pro- 
tected harbor—it is easy to see how 
such force could be a real menace to 
a stretch of shifting said, or even to 
a tightly built, stable city. The recent 
tidal wave which wrecked a large part 
of Galveston, Texas, is an example of 
what can happen. 

That city has now built an enor- 
mous wall to protect it from a repe- 
tition of the disaster. It is never pos- 
sible, however, to gauge accurately 
the effect of such a structure. Even 
with all the experience that has been 
accumulated thus far, expensive sea- 
walls intended to shield cities or har- 
bors, to hold beaches in place or pre- 
vent floods, are frequently found use- 
less after they have been constructed. 

To make this less likely such ex- 
periments as those meutioned bef re 
have been carried on all over the 
country. One of them might be cited 
as an interesting example of what ef- 
fort is necessary before a fair predic- 
tion of the effect of a bulwark can 
be obtained.

Before going ahead with this 
change, however, an extensive exper- 
iment was conducted by Professor R. 
T. Knapp of the California Institute 
of Technology, assisted by Colone! 
Charles T. Leeds, an engineer. The ex- 
act effect of the construction, which 
had already been planned, was ex- 
plored by building a scaled mode! of 
the river and ocean front. Then Knapp 
made various tests. On one day he 
would have the miniature river flow, 
then photograph the effect of the 
stream on the river bottom. On 4n- 
other he would make water run 
through the projected cut-off chan- 
nel in his model. Then he would hav: 
concentrated tests of flooding and ebb 
ing tides, speeding up the process so 
that immediate effects could be ob 
served. He built sand bars in the har 
bor, then turned miniature currents 
and tides on them, duplicating the ac- 
tual conditions as closely as possib!: 
in every case, though, of course, 4:

All 
Haddonfield was excited 
because it had heard 
in advance that Hilda 
Duerig was an ac- 
complished musician of 
international reputation. 

Almost immediately 
Mrs. Vosbury called on 
Mrs. Duerig and wel- 
comed her to Haddon- 
field. Very soon. the 
Vosburys and the Due- 
rigs struck up a friend- 
ship. Vosbury and Due- 
rig had much in com- 
mon, since they were 
both interested in en- 
gineering, and their 
wives seemed very con- 
genial in their tastes. 
The _ foursome played 
bridge together, dined to- 
gether and went on 
jaunts to the seashore. 

Mrs. Duerig, who graduated 
from the Mannheim and Karlsruhe 
conservatories of music in Germany, 
where she had gone for her education, 
often played the piano for her husband 
and their guests. And when last fall, 
the Etude, a musical magazine, used a 
painting of Hilda Duerig and her five- 
year-old daughter, Eleanor, on its 
cover, the citizens of Haddonfield 
thought that the Vosburys should be 
very proud of their friends. 


O ONE suspected that there 
N eer any bad feelings between 

the two families, nor even 
dared hint that life in the Vosbury 
home was anything but extremely 
rosy. But all of a sudden, in Febru- 
ary, 1934, Mrs. Jane Vernon Vosbury 
filed a suit for divorce in Trenton, 
New Jersey, against the husband to 
whom she had been married for 26 
years, and at the same time she filed 
a second suit, charging alienation of 
the affections of her husband and ask- 
ing for $100,000 damages, against 
Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Duerig. 

One of the queer things about the 
divorce suit was that although Mrs. 
Vosbury had been living in the same 
house with her husband all the time, 
and though she had seen him every 
day, she had filed the suit without 
his knowledge and he had received his 
first information about it from the 
press. 

In her petition, Mrs. Vosbury 
charged that W. DeWitt Vosbury, the 
defendant, had deserted her~ on or 
about December 15, 1931, “ever since 
which, and for more than two years,”’ 
he had continued his desertion of her, 
“willfully, continuedly and obsti- 
nately.’’ She went on to state that 
he had been guilty of extreme 
cruelty from April, 1933, to July 21, 
1933. 

She contended: ‘‘The petitioner saw 
Hilda Duerig get into the defendant's 
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car at 
the traffic 
circle in Cam- 
den on April 21, 5 SNE Te oe 
1933. When she told him, “aps 
he struck her in the mouth —™=—™ 
with his hand, knocked her to the 
floor, and said he had had two years 
of perfect comradeship with Hilda 
Duerig and did not desire any interfer- 
ence from her. The petitioner was so 
injured and the shock to her nervous 
system was so bad that she had to go 
to bed for a week.” 

She went on to describe an outing to 
Beach Haven, New Jersey, on June 11, 
1933. When the Duerigs and the Vos- 
burys were about to get into the car 
for the drive home, Mrs. Vosbury de- 
clared that she had been requested to 
sit in the front seat, next to Alfred 
Duerig, while her husband settled 
down in the rear seat with Hilda Due- 
rig. Through the rear-view mirror, 
Mrs. Vosbury asserted, she saw them 
hugging and kissing during the entire 
ride.. And when she _ remonstrated 
with her husband at home, she said, 
he struck her in the mouth and pushed 
her against the wall, inflicting great 
pain and anguish on her and a severe 
shock to her nervous system. 

“On July 21, 1933," the petition 
continued, ‘‘the petitioner sat at the 
breakfast table with the defendant. 
She complained to him that he was

with Hilda 
Duerig and at 
Hilda Duerig’s home. 
The defendant said the pe- 
titioner should keep her mouth 

shut about anything he had to do 
with Hilda. He said it was none of her 
concern or affairs. Then he rose, 
rushed at her and with great force 
struck her in the face with his fist 
with a blow of such strength that it 
knocked her glasses off and lacerated 
the side of her nose. 

‘‘Her nose bled profusely as did also 
the cut on her nose.

He then threw her to the 
floor, picked her up, grabbed her, 
again shook her. Exhausted, she 
fainted’’

When DeWitt Vosbury 
was finally seen at 
his home under the same 
roof as his wife and 
questioned as to the di- 
vorce suit, which did not 
charge any gross miscon- 
duct, but rather petting 
on an automobile ride and 
desertion for ‘‘the other 
woman’s’’ company, he 
said: 

‘“‘We have had temper- 
amental differences al- 
most since our marriage, 
but we kept quiet about 
them on account of the 
children. I know of ab- 
solutely nothing between 
the Duerigs and us ex- 
cept that Mrs. Vosbury 
and Mrs. Duerig had a 
quarrel. But I don’t 
know what it was about. 

‘Mrs. Vosbury is a 
very lovely, charming 
woman and a_ devoted 
mother. I have the high- 
est respect and admira- 
tion for her. I always re- 
member that she is the 
mother of my children. I 
am perfectly willing to 
have a reconciliation for their 
sake. I bear no ill-will toward Mrs. 
Vosbury because of her actions, al- 
though they come as a complete sur- 
prise to me.” 

When Mrs. Vosbury was interviewed 
in the next room, she said that she had 
not mentioned the suit to Mr. Vosbury 
since she had filed it. “I consider 
Mr. Vosbury a perfectly splendid gen- 
tleman,”’ she said with true gallantry. 
“TI look upon the entire situation with 
the deepest regret. But I cannot see 
why Mr. Vosbury should have been 
surprised by my action. I made known 
to him last summer that it was the 
end. He didn’t say anything. Con- 
ditions were very strained and they 
could not continue to be®so indefi- 
nitely.’’ 

But the most flabbergusted by both 
the divorce and the alienation suits 
were the Duerigs. “It’s all a misun- 
derstanding somewhere,” insisted Mrs. 
Duerig. ‘“‘Though Mrs. Vosbury men- 
tions my name in her divorce petition, 
I don't believe she really means me. 
I cannot understand it. Her charges 
are ridiculous.” 

And Hilda Duerig’s husband said: 
‘‘When we came to Haddonfield in No- 
vember, 1931, we knew no one here. 
The first person to welcome us was 
Mrs. Vosbury. She and Mrs. Duerig 
became friends. Later we met Mr. 
Vosbury. Since we were both en- 
gineers we had a lot in common and 
saw each other a great deal.’ Alfred 
Duerig flatly denied that there had 
been any hugging or kissing on the 
automobile ride and insisted that he 
certainly would have seen it if it had 
taken place, since he was in the car at 
the time. : 

The neighbors became interested 
in the strange case of the Vosburys. 
They saw Mrs. Vosbury leave home in 
her car almost every morning and re- 
turn in the evening, and they noticed 
that her husband went back and forth

to his Camden office every day in his 
car. They knew that the Duerigs con- 
tinued to live at 130 Walnut street, 
just as they had done since their ar- 
rival in Haddonfield. And they 
learned that while Mrs. Vosbury saw 
to it that her husband got his break- 
fast and dinner and had his clothes 
and linen in good shape, she never 
discussed the divorce suit with him, 
nor did he argue about it with her. 

Vosbury’s attorney refused to dis- 
cuss the case, but Carleton W. Row- 
land, lawyer for Mrs. Vosbury, de- 
clared that the ground of desertion 
was absolutely valid, even though the 
couple continued to live under the 
same roof. “If the marital relation- 
ship has been discontinued without the 
consent of one of the parties,’’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘that constitutes desertion. A 
woman has the right to continue to 
live in her own home.”’ 

And Mrs. Vosbury made use of this 
right, saying that though the home 
was in both their names, it was legally 
hers. The months dragged on, with 
the estranged husband and wife living 
in the same house, awaiting the di- 
vorce trial. Several times the hearing 
was postponed and rumors arose and 
were denied that a reconciliation was 
being affected. 


case did come up before Advisory 

Master William J. Kraft in Cam- 
den. Affidavits signed by Helen and 
Catherine Vosbury stated that on a 
certain day they heard their mother 
scream and found her lying cut and 
bleeding on the floor of their home. 
Catherine also stated that she and her 
brother had managed to separate their 
mother and father on one occasion 
when they found him shaking her se- 
verely. The family physician, Dr. 
Frank Laird Kennedy, signed an affi- 
davit in which he said that Catherine 
had called him and he had treated her 
mother for two weeks after July 21, 
1933. 

DeWitt Vosbury did not come to 
court for the hearing. Mrs. Vosbury 
took the stand and related further de- 
tails of her marital life. ‘‘My husband 
receives upward of $15,000 yearly in 
the engineering firm,’’ she said, ‘‘and 
he also had an income of $6000 a year 
from investments. He leaves $35 
weekly lying around the house so that 
I can find it only after a careful 
search. Out of this I pay for the maid 
and household necessities. He gives 
me $30 a month for clothes."’ 

Mrs. Vosbury then told the court 
that the Duerigs had entertained Vos- 
bury continually since December, 
1931, snubbing and excluding her 
from their parties, and causing her to 
lose the love of her husband. 

‘I kept a diary of my husband's vis- 
its to the Duerig home,’’ she contin- 
ued, ‘‘and found he was there 46 
times between April, 1933, and Feb- 
ruary, 1934. He ate dinners there and 
spent Saturdays and Sundays with 
them, while they snubbed me and did 
not invite me. He bragged to me about 
himself and the women he met. He 
made it clear he did not want me. 

“Once I found a very beautiful pic- 
ture of Hilda in his coat p cket. He 
called me ‘an old chromo’ and ‘an old 
maid,’ and said if I did not like it, I 
could get out. Last New Year's eve, 
as an example of what he did, he went

“I enjoyed 
the lectures tremendously,’’ he ob- 
serves with a touch of sophisticat- 
ed humor, “for that was my only 
contact with the abnormal.” 


E emerged from his pre- 
J owrators schooling with a 

favorite author, Ambrosius 
Theodosius Macrobius. “There 
are only a few people in 
the world who know who he 
is,’’ he explains. ‘‘He was 
an obscure Roman grammarian. 
Samuel Johnson amazed scholars 
of his time by his study of Am- 
brosius. A trifle dry, but a fine 
old chap.”’ 

The 13-year-old 
freshman at the 
university here is a 
tall, apparently 
healthy youngster, 
still intent on 
broadening his field 
of interest, learning 
new things — even 
things which are 
not ordinarily as- 
sociated with the 
activities of a men- 
tal prodigy. But 
Warren explains that ‘if a fitting 
maturity is to be achieved, the life 
cycle must embrace more than 
mere intellectual pursuit—an in- 
dividual must be decidedly well- 
rounded in a multiplicity of 
things to afford him oppcrtunity 
to understand not only himself 
but the world at large.’’ 

So he has allied himself with 
a fraternity, is learning contract 
bridge and ping pong, and is tak- 
ing an interest in athletic sports. 


“It is not the intrinsic merit of 
the sport that attracts me,” he 
points out, “‘but rather is it nec- 
essary that I become rounded out 
for the sheer information—not 
that that information is of great 
moment per se.”’ Regarding the 
fraternity—"‘To the newcomer 
‘who has not experienced the mu- 
tual warmth of friendship derived 
from fraternity life, the influx of 
true amicitia does bring warmth 
and friendship.’ 

Yes, he actually talks like that. 
One of his keenest pleasures is to 
confuse his associates by holding 
forth like a musical comedy pro- 
fessor, using a plethora of what 
he terms “sesquipedalian’’ words. 
“The funny part about it,’’ says 
Warren, ‘‘is that most of my fav- 
orite words are not in the regular 
dictionaries. The other day I 
commented that I liked the uni- 
versity students because very few 
of them are afflicted with acama- 
thesia. That word ‘acamathesia’ 
may be found in only one out of 
600 dictionaries. It means a com- 
plete lack of mental conception 
on the part of an individual for 
his fellow humans.”’ 


So the boys of his fraternity 
are kept running to dictionaries, 
trying to find out what he is talk- 
ing about. Of course, that can’t 
be expected to go on indefinitely. 
After all, if the honor of good old 
Upsetta Pi is to be upheld on the 
athletic field, the dance floor, the 
stage and rostrum, the student 
boards and the pages of ‘College 
Huwor,’’ its members can’t be 
wasting time with dictionaries.

duced to 300 men, who returned 
to France.” 

Cholera, which reached North 
America about 1831, took a hand 
in the Indian Wars. It killed sev- 
eral hundred troops in the Black 
Hawk War of 1838. Ten years 
later, in the Mexican War, the 
Anierican battle losses were 15 to 
the thousand, while disease fatali- 
ties—chiefly dysentery, typhoid 
and malaria—were 110 to the 
thousand. 

In the Civil War 24,184 deaths 
in the Union armies were due to 
unknown causes, 93,969 to battle 
injuries and 186,216 to disease— 
{necluding diseases against which 
laboratory or sanitary science has 
now offered sure protection. Dys- 
entery, typhoid and related ‘‘filth- 
borne” diseases caused about half 
the deaths. Malaria and smallpox 
were high on the list. Smallpox 
vaccination was in the regulations, 
but many of the state authorities 
failed to carry it out, and large 
numbers of the troops were left 
unprotected. 


rq HE blind struggle 
| against infections during 
this long conflict is, 
on the whole, just another tale 
of human helplessness and defeat 
by disease. But, viewing it from 
the clearer vantage point of the 
‘present century, one may be for- 
given the illusion that even in 
1861 man was already subcon- 
sciously girding his loins and wait- 
‘ing impatiently for the knowledge 
and weapons with which to launch 
the greatest of all wars—the Con- 
quest of Pestilence. 

“The generation following the 
Civil War witnessed new and won- 
derful things. But none of these 
was so strange or important as the 
discovery that the epidemic dis- 
eases were caused by microscopic 
living organisms, OF the subse- 
quent evolution of methods by 
which many organisms of disease 
might be seen and attacked. 

“Within a decade the pioneer

laboratory studies of an inspired 
French chemist, a most uncom- 
mon country doctor and a keen 
English surgeon had introduced 
the infant science of bacteriology 
—and a new era began in medi- 
cine. For the first time, after 
millions of years of communal ex- 
istence and struggle with the or- 
ganisms of disease, man had hunt- 
ed down his evolutionary foes, 
and among them he soon began to 
recognize the causes of certain of 
his pestilences.’’ 

In 1898 ‘‘the forces of bacteriol- 
ogy and protozoology were rapid- 
ly gaining strength,’’ but “still 
unprepared for really effective 
warfare.” So, in the war with 
Spain, the United States lost seven 
men to disease for every one 
killed in battle. About one-fifth 
of all the troops had typhoid, and 
80 per cent of the total deaths 
were caused by it. : 

“Thus,” comments Major Sim- 
mons, ‘‘typhoid triumphed in the 
Spanish-American War, but the 
victory was short-lived, for before 
the World War this disease was 
destined to disappear from the 
United States Army.”’ 

Along with the development of 
vaccination against typhoid, mala- 
ria and yellow fever had been con- 
quered before the World War, and 
with the improvement of sanita- 
tion and possibly some cross-im- 
munity from the typhoid prophy- 
laxis, other intestinal diseases 
were under control in the A. E. F. 

“Considered as a whole,” writes 
Major Simmons of the World War, 
when the unseen enemy was but 
little more destructive than the 


machines made by man, “the re- 
sults show great progress in the 
prevention of certain of the mili- 
tary epidemics, particularly small- 
pox and the enteric infections, but 
they also emphasize the inability 
to cope with others, including 
meningitis, measles and especially 
the acute respiratory infections, 
such as pneumonia and influenza. 

‘* ... The respiratory infections 
caused 1,125,401 cases of illness, 
or one-third of the total admis- 
sions for disease, and 44,270, or 


80 per cent, of the deaths. Of 
these 791,907 admissions and 24,- 
666 deaths were caused by influ- 
enza. Again Epidemic Disease 
came off victorious through the 
activities of the respiratory in- 
fections. 

‘‘More than a decade has now 
passed since the World War, and 
in spite of the rapid advance of 
experimental medicine, the cause 
of influenza remains unknown. 
There is still no effective method 
available for the protection of 
troops against the inevitable re- 
currence of this disease or against 
the other ever-present respiratory 
diseases. The challenge of the 
still unconquered infections can- 
not be ignored with safety by the 
armies of the world.”’ 

And it is precisely in answer to 
the challenge of “still uncon- 
quered infection’’—on the tropical 
front in this case—that the Med- 
ical Corps is setting up a new re- 
search outpost in the Canal Zone.

out with the Duerigs and left me 
and the children home alone. Last 
Christmas he showed his contempt 
of me by presenting me with a 
box of nuts. He often locked him- 
self in his own room.” 

In testifying that since December 
of 1931 her husband communicat- 
ed with her on slips of pink paper, 
Mrs. Vosbury exhibited a number 
of the most recent ones which she 
had received. They read: ‘‘Please 
get a mousetrap; mice kept me 
awake all last night,’’ ‘‘Please sew 
this button on for me,”’ and ‘‘You 
act as though you were deaf as 
well as dumb.”’ 

Advisory Master Kraft gave 
Mrs. Vosbury the divorce; he also 
gave her custody of the twins. An 
alimony agreement was reached, 
but was not made public. 

The day on which the divorce 
was granted, Mrs. Vosbury had 
dinner at home. So did her ex- 
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husband. Mrs. Vosbury and her 
three children ate at one table, 
while DeWitt Vosbury ate at an- 
other.
